DISTRESSING ACCIDENT. 

Loas of Leves.—A ship from the office of the 
Norful Beacon dated Thursday. 4 P. M 
states tha: a letter recered in that place, writ- 
ten from the Frying Pan le, and datcd the 
15th mst. communcaies the sateihyence of the 
drowmng cf Copia C. Gardoer, of the schr. 
Washington, of Norfolk, aud four havds. Ua 
Friday night the wind blew heary {rom the 
north-west, and the vessel anchored in the Pas- 
quotamk river, where she laid til! day light, 
when she got voderway, with a suff ba: fe 
vorable breeze, and run as fa> as the mouth of 
the Alligator, but enfertunately struck oa the 
Great Shoal. The Captain ely took 
four haads in the baat, rae owt bis small aachor. 
and retarsed to heave on it, whea be found 
that the anchor was im a wrong positwa. He 
then took the boat a second lime, with five 
hands, four white and one black, and made for 
the anchor, when the boat was swamped, and 
every soul but one permhed! The survivor 
eaved himself with great difficulty. by holding 
to the bost, and stripping himself so as to be 
able to swin to the echoomer. Afer two or 
three meffectual efforis to save themselves, the 
Captain and the three bands situk to rise no 
mere. Alter the less of the Captain and hands, 
the conditson of the vessel was a most critical 
one,a man, the son of Mr. Wm, B. Rob- 
erts, Norfolk, and a band, being the oaly 
s aboard.
